I. BIDDING

If you are submitting mail bids, you may have some questions regarding how we execute your 
bids.

Just before the auction starts, based on the mail bids submitted, we record what the opening 
bid will be on each lot in the column marked “opening bid” (as shown above). This opening 
bid is determined by increasing the second highest bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. For ex¬ 
ample, we received mail bids of $250, $500, & $1,000 for Lot 658.

creation of the 1913 Liberty Nickel, this mint whim is certainly consistent with the times.

1377 Wedgewood plaque, drawings, and papers involved in the design of the 1928 Cap¬ 
tain Cook Sesquicentennial Half Dollar. This lot includes the original Wedgewood 
plaque of Captain Cook which Honolulu artist Juliette May Fraser used as a model 
for the obverse of the coin. The plaque was owned at the time by Bruce Cartwright, 
who was in charge of selecting the coin design for the Captain Cook Sesquicenten¬ 
nial Commission. Originally owned by John Young, then by Queen Emma, his 
granddaughter, the plaque had come into the Cartwright family through Cart¬ 
wright’s grandfather, executor of the Queen Emma Estate. A green and white 
Wedgewood oval, measuring 3 Vi ” by 5”, it has been broken in two and mended. On 
the back are remains of an earlier mounting. The plaque will be sold in it’s case, with 
a note written and signed by Ms. Fraser, authenticating it. 


Also included are idea sketches for the obverse and reverse done by Bruce Cart¬ 
wright and 3 of the 4 trial drawings of the reverse done by Ms. Fraser. (The fourth 
sketch, the one used by Chester Beach in executing the coin, remains in 
Washington.) All the reverse sketches are pencil on 8” by 10”, three-holed, off- 
white paper, somewhat soiled. Cartwright’s obverse sketch is on 3 Vi” by 8”, pink 
one-holed paper. A copy of a letter on Fraser’s stationery authenticating the draw¬ 
ings and giving some history is included, as is a photo of these materials in their first 
place display at the Hawaii State Numismatic Association. 

This is a rare opportunity to purchase historical materials surrounding the creation 
of this popular Commemorative, and should inspire considerable interest on the 
auction floor. (Lot of 5 sketches, 3 pages of documentation, 1 photograph, and 
Wedgewood plaque in original case.)

1928 Hawaiian Commemorative Half Dollar, Sandblast Proof, PROOF-65. One of 
only 50 minted. Breen writes: “Sandblast (?) proof. Possibly coarse grained 
matte. . . The proofs, as expected, show considerably greater relief detail — look 
especially on reverse where much of the landscape is more clearly defined than on 
any uncirculated specimen, as are details of the warrior chief’s regalia. . . These 
proofs were all presented, along with 200 of the regular uncirculated pieces, by Oct. 
8, 1928, according to Bruce Cartwright, member of the Commission, simultaneously 
with the brief sale of the remaining 9,750 to the general public via the Bank of 
Hawaii, Ltd., Honolulu. ” Another Sandblast Proof went for $15,500 in Superior’s 
Madison Estate Sale of Jan. 1979. They explained: “Only 50sandblast Proofs were 
struck and these were distributed carefully to a wide assortment of dignitaries 
around the world, including such diverse individuals as Britain's King George V, 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrew Mellon, Lord Sandwich, historian Ralph S. 
Kuykendall in addition to a number of obvious choices such as President Calvin 
Coolidge. Today, most of the known pieces are impounded in museums. A great 
American rarity and seldom offered. With the soaring interest in U.S. com- 
memoratives, this coin has unlimited investment potential. ” This particular 
specimen was sold to Bauer in Honolulu in the 1940’s. Bauer later sold the coin to 
H. Krause, who sold it to Tom McAfee in the 1960’s. This may be the last time a 
coin such as this is offered for many years. It is the perfect addition to a superb col¬ 
lection or portfolio.

The former were struck in December, 1791, in the basement 
of John Harper’s saw factory, the latter in January, 1792, in the old Coach House 
on 6th Street, near Chestnut. Twenty-three-year-old Peter Getz of Lancaster (an 
aspirant for the Mint engravership) engraved the devices, while the date and lettering 
were punched into the dies by Robert Birch. The House of Representatives objected 
to the Washington head design as “monarchical, ” and the bill was finally amended 
to provide for a liberty head. All of the remaining 1792 patterns were struck after 
passage of the bill and conform to this provision. ” Ex. Bowers and Ruddy Branigan 
Sale, an interesting piece spanning both the Colonial and Federalist era of U.S. 
history. (P. 54 of Guide Book.) (color photo)

Bowers and Ruddy Rare Coin Review, 
Summer, 1976, where described: "This coin, probably from the Nichols Find, is one 
of the finest to ever come on the market. On page 189 of his classic Penny Whimsy 
book. Dr. William H. Sheldon tells the story of the Nichols hoard. We quote: 

'Some time before 1863 there was dispersed a quantity of Mint State 1796 and 
1797 cents, probably numbering as many as a thousand in all, which are traced to a 
bag brought in December 1797 from the Mint to his daughters by one Benjamin 
Goodhue, formerly of the Continental Congress. 

'The name of Nichols Find was attached to these coins in the eighteen sixties and 
apparently arises from the fact that they were the property of the Nichols family at 
the time of their dispersal to collectors, perhaps just prior to 1863. According to 
report, David Nichols of Gallows Hills, near Salem, Massachusetts, passed them out 
at face value. 

'Three varieties of cents are traditionally ascribed to this find, their identity of 
fabric, similar preservation and similarity of dies, and frequent appearance in the 
identical red MS-65 condition, pointing to a common source ... .To the best of 
anyone’s knowledge, these Nichols Find cents represent the surviving Mint State 
coins from the first Boulton planchet shipment (April 26, 1797; 9,856 pounds, per 
H.M.S. Adriana), which the Director of the Mint pronounced ‘perfect and 
beautifully polished. ’ Before any of the pianchets were actually stamped and releas¬ 
ed, however, the yellow fever epidemic in Philadelphia intervened and the Mint shut 
down. In November 1797 the Mint reopened, and between November 22 and 
December 18 there were coined some 486,000 cents. Exactly 69,437 of these came 
from the Boulton shipment, and hence they included the cents (some of which were 
struck from 1796-dated dies) which we know as Nichols Find varieties. . . .

Buffalo Nickels - U.S. Assay Medals 


U.S. ASSAY MEDALS 


Because of their low mintage and tightly controlled distribution, acquiring a complete set of 
United States Assay Commission Medals is considered a truly outstanding numismatic ac¬ 
complishment. The first of these medals were struck in 1860 under the direction of James Ross 
Snowden. Snowden wanted to honor Assay Commission members. He believed that their func¬ 
tion — ensuring that U.S. coins met legal standards for purity and weight — was a crucial part 
of America’s system of checks and balances. However, most medals were struck in extremely 
limited quantities, and distributed only to Assay Commissioners, selected Mint officials, a few 
Treasury officials and, if his portrait appeared on a medal, the President of the United States. 

The United States Assay Commission Medals offered below are some of the most sought- 
after pieces in the series. In most cases, their total mintage was less than 100 pieces; and in 
some cases, less than 50. Their engravers were among the most talented in numismatics: men 
like Charles Barber, creator of the Liberty Head Nickel, and George T. Morgan, creator of the 
Morgan Dollar. Due to the recent release of R.W. Julian’s beautiful reference work, Medals of 
the United States Mint, the already enormous popularity of these pieces is certain to grow 
rapidly over the coming year.

THE REVEREND HECTOR L. BOLDUC COLLECTION 
OF OFFICIAL PRESIDENTIAL INA UGURAL MEDALS 

“The official inaugural medal occupies a unique position in the nation’s medallic heritage. 
Most medallic issues are struck all at one time or over a brief period, but the inaugural medal 
spans decades of time and represents the works of artists and medalists from every school. 
More important, it records the most significant event in American politics, celebrating one 
man’s realization of the dream of every boy. Any American with a sometime interest in 
numismatics, art or politics is a potential collector of the inaugural series. ” 

So stated Richard Dusterberg in his 1971 book The Official Inaugural Medals of the Presidents 
of the United States. This pioneering work revolutionized the collecting of the Inaugural series. 
For the first time, the average collector was able to distinguish the official medals from the 
many souvenir medals and the U.S. Mint Presidential Series. The immediate result was a great 
influx of new collectors and a tremendous increase in demand for the series, making it, 
perhaps, the most widely collected of all American historical medals. 

Anyone acquainted with the serious collecting of medals will at once acknowledge the ap¬ 
propriateness of this fact. From the standpoint of historical importance, the inaugural event is 
one of great significance. “These medals mark the ritual, repeated every four years, through 
which this nation refreshes its commitment to free government" is the assessment of author 
Neil MacNeil in The President’s Medal 1789-1977. Of great importance to the collector is the 
fact that each of these medals is a contemporary memorial rather than one rendered after the 
fact. It is a veritable piece of history. 

The exposure of the Bolduc Collection to public sale is a unique event. A number of the rarer 
bronze medals have been previously sold at auction, the most recent being the sale of the 1905 
Theodore Roosevelt Inaugural Medal by Augustus St. Gaudens for $5700. However, this is the 
first time that any of the excessively rare Gold and Silver Presentation Medals have ever been 
offered publicly. The Bolduc Collection contains no less than four of these medals, with mint¬ 
age figures ranging from two to nine. With institutional interest already expressed in these 
medals, this sale may be the one and only time that they will be available to the private collec- 


1726 1897 William McKinley Official Inaugural Badge. MacNeil WMcK 189703, 44mm 

Bronze. Although both MacNeil and Dusterberg estimate the mintage to be around 
3,000, only a small number of these survived as complete badges. This specimen, 
issued to a member of the Music Committee, is a fine example of one of the transi¬ 
tional stages through which the Inaugural Medal of today has passed. Initially, in¬ 
augural committee members wore only a plain ribbon to identify themselves. Begin¬ 
ning in 1889, an official medal was added to the identifying ribbon. This practice 
was discontinued in 1901 when committee members were again given only a ribbon 
to identify themselves. The medal was struck separately and was designated by the 
committee as the “official medal” of the occasion. Attractive GEM bronze medal

1727 1909 Taft-Sherman Official Inaugural Medal in Gold. MacNeil WHT 1909-1, 

Dusterberg OIM 4G51, 51mm Gold. Without doubt, this is the star of the Bolduc 
Collection! Only three gold specimens of this medal were struck for presentation to 
the President, Vice President and the Chairman of the Inaugural Committee. This is 
the medal presented to Edward J. Stellwagon, the inaugural committee chairman. It 
is housed in a plush leather case with the words “Edward J. Stellwagon 1909” em¬ 
bossed in gold. 

The medal was struck by the Philadelphia firm of Joseph K. Davison’s Sons where 
the portraits were designed from original photographs of the President and Vice 
President. This was the first twentieth century Inaugural Medal which displayed the 
busts of both men. 

Rev. Bolduc purchased this medal in 1974 for $15,000. At the time, this was the 
highest price ever paid for an American medal. That record did not last long. A little 
over a year later, the 1917 Woodrow Wilson Official Inaugural Medal was sold for 
$17,500. With this later sale, the extraordinary value of the Gold Presentation In¬ 
augural Medal was firmly established. Indeed, the $17,500 valuation was soon con¬ 
sidered obsolete. In 1977, the National Portrait Gallery of The Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion exhibited fourteen of the Presentation Gold Medals. All but one were valued by 
their owners at $25,000. The John F. Kennedy medal in gold was valued by the John 
F. Kennedy Library at $50,000! The current record for the sale of an American 
medal was set last year when the gold specimen of the medal presented by Congress 
to General Anthony Wayne was auctioned for a price shattering $50,000. 

The Taft-Sherman gold is the last of the fourteen gold medals displayed at the Na¬ 
tional Portrait Gallery to be held in private hands. To our knowledge, it is the only 
Presentation Gold Medal in the hands of a collector. This piece displays a few light 
marks in the field. Brilliant light golden green color. Lovely. Here is an unique op¬ 
portunity to add one of America’s great historical medals to your collection.

The Bolduc specimen is a CHOICE bronze, with moderate russet and gold 
toning, an attractive example of the Finished variety. MacNeil estimates the mintage 
of this medal to be "not more than two or three hundred. ” It is thus considered one 
of the four keys to the Bronze Inaugural Medal Set. ($1,700 - 2,300)

1929 Herbert Hoover Official Inaugural Medal. MacNeil HCH 1929-2, Dusterberg

official souvenir. This decision irrevocably changed the history and function of 
Presidential Inaugural Medals. The committee announced a limited edition striking 
of 1,000 medals which were quickly sold out. The Hoover medal is considered a 
semi-key in the series and is worthy of a four figure bid. ($900 - 1,300)

1933-2, Dusterberg OIM 8S76, 76mm Silver. Of the relatively modern Inaugural 
Medals, Paul Manship’s medal for Roosevelt’s first inauguration is considered by 
many to be the finest. FDR’s bust appears in spectacular high relief, requiring twelve 
strikes from the U.S. Mint’s hydraulic presses to bring out its final details. The 
reverse, suggested by FDR himself, depicts the USS Constitution with Longfellow’s 
famous lines "Thou too sail on, O Ship of State, Sail on, O Union strong and great ” 
around the border. 

Only four of these medals in silver are known. This is a CHOICE example with light 
cloudy toning. This piece originally came from the estate of Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, an old friend of FDR and Chairman of the Inaugural Committee. Highly 
desirable, both numismatically and historically, bidding could easily break into five 
figures. 


1733 1937 Franklin D. Roosevelt Official Inaugural Medal. MacNeil FDR 1937-3, 

Dusterberg OIM 9B76, 76mm Bronze. This is a CHOICE piece with light original 
toning, lovely. It is the only official Inaugural Medal where the President’s portrait 
appears on one side and the Vice President’s on the other. It has the distinction of 
having the lowest mintage of any of the four publicly sold official Roosevelt medals. 
1,006 medals were originally struck, however, more than ninety were contributed to 
the war effort and melted. ($500 - 700)

1734 1941 Franklin D. Roosevelt Inaugural Medal. MacNeil FDR 1941-3, Dusterberg 

OIM 10B42(1), 42mm Bronze. A CHOICE bronze with golden brown toning. This 
is the scarcer Type I variety of the 1941 Inaugural Medal. The first striking of a 
thousand medals was quickly sold out and to meet the demand, the mint struck an 
additional two thousand pieces. Medals from this second striking carry a small “2” 
on the reverse to distinguish them from the first run. ($400 - 600)

1735 1941 Franklin D. Roosevelt Official Inaugural Medal in Silver. MacNeil FDR 1941-2, 

Dusterberg OIM 10S42, 42mm Silver. This inaugural medal was the subject of much 
misunderstanding. Artist Jo Davidson designed the obverse to be suggestive of an an¬ 
cient Greek coin. However, the irregular circle surrounding the rough-hewn image of 
Roosevelt was not appreciated by many. Nellie Tayloe Ross, then the Director of the 
U.S. Mint, went so far as to suggest to the President that the circles could be 
straightened out if he wished! In startling contrast to Davidson’s portrait, the Mint 
designer, John Sinnock, preferred a traditional modern reverse, geometrically perfect, 
with oak leaves and laurel. Nonetheless, FDR was immensely pleased with the medal. 
In a short note to Davidson, he exclaimed, " The medal is grand — the Oligarch of an¬ 
cient Syracuse approves. ” 

Only two of these medals were struck in silver. One was presented to Ambassador 
Joseph E. Davies, the Chairman of the Inaugural Committee and the other to Mrs. 
Ross, Chairman of the Medals Committee. The extant medal is the Ross specimen and 
was obtained by Rev. Bolduc more than a decade ago. Shortly after the purchase of 
this medal, Rev. Bolduc rejected the then astounding offer of $10,000 for it. 

Since the unique gold medal is permanently impounded in the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Library and the other silver medal is considered a permanent family possession by the 
Davies family, this medal offers the serious collector a singular opportunity to obtain a 
Presentation Medal for the 1941 Inauguration. ($10,000 -12,000) 


1736 1945 Franklin D. Roosevelt Official Inaugural Medal. MacNeil FDR 1945-3, 

Dusterberg OIM 11B45, 45mm Bronze. A CHOICE chestnut brown medal in very 
high relief. Jo Davidson was again chosen to design the medal for Roosevelt’s fourth 
inauguration. The toll of FDR’s illness and the wartime strain is evident in Davidson’s 
portrait of him. The reverse duplicates the nautical theme of the first Inaugural Medal, 
although this time it is treated in a naturalistic manner rather than symbolically. ($150 
-225) 


1737 Truman Bronze Official Inaugural Medal, MacNeil HST 1949-3, Dusterberg OIM 
12B51. The Truman Medal is extraordinary because of its absolutely perfect condition. 
Most uncirculated examples have dark splotchy marks as a result of the mint finish 
deteriorating. This medal is pristine. Also, a 1931 Assay Commission Medal. The 1931 
Assay Medal, displaying moderate toning with a few nearly undetectable marks, 
features a bust of President Hoover on the obverse and the U.S. Mint building on the 
reverse. Assay Medals have enjoyed a resurgence of popularity which has been 
heightened since they have become a discontinued series. (Lot of 2 pieces.) 

ONE OF NINE SILVER TRUMAN INAUGURALS 



1738 1949 Harry S. Truman Official Inaugural Medal in Silver. MacNeil HST 1949-2, 
Dusterberg OIM 12S51, 51mm Silver. A CHOICE medal with a Matte-like ap¬ 
pearance, a gorgeous Inaugural. Carl Paul Jennewein’s portrait shows a robust 
Truman on the obverse and a preeminant figure of Liberty on the reverse. The group 
of figures below are meant to suggest the aspirations of humanity for Freedom. This is 
the last of the four Presentation Medals from the Bolduc Collection. Only nine 
specimens were struck by the U.S. Mint. To our knowledge, this is one of only two 
such medals in collector’s hands. In 1976, Dusterberg valued it at $7,500. In today’s 
market, we feel this is a conservative valuation. ($7,500 - 9,000) 

1739 1953 Dwight D. Eisenhower Official Inaugural Medal in Silver, satin-like with light 
obverse and reverse spotting. This was the first silver medal to be offered for sale to the 
public. Walker Hancock’s fine portrait of Eisenhower was struck on only 788 serially 
numbered specimens, making this the rarest of all the modern Silver Inaugural Medals. 
($600 - 700) 

1740 1957 Dwight D. Eisenhower Official Inaugural Medal in Silver, satiny surfaces with 
some faint spotting. President Eisenhower was so pleased with Walker Hancock’s first 
Inaugural Medal effort that he requested that the sculptor also be engaged to execute 
the 1957 medal. Working under great time pressure in Italy, Hancock essentially 
duplicated his 1953 portrait of Ike. For the first time since 1909, the portrait of the 
Vice President also appears on the obverse. Again, only a relatively few number of silver 
medals were struck: 1,033. To give perspective to this figure, we have only to note that 
for the following inauguration, 7,500 silver medals were struck and that in 1969, 
15,000 silver medals were produced. ($600 - 750)

Superb medal in full original mint bloom. The Rockefeller Medal, with its low mintage 
of 1,500 pieces, is one of the decided sleepers of the Inaugural Series. ($300 -350)
